Supreme Court 
Refuses To Rule 
On Labor Case 


WASHINGTON,

The Supreme Court today refused 
to review a decision that an em- 
ployer must bargain with a un- 
ion before he gives "merit raises" 
to individual workers. 


The decision was given by the 
U. S. Circuit Court in Cincinnati 
In a case affecting J. H. Allison 
and Company, Chattanooga meat 
packers. The Circuit Court ruled 
2 to 1 that the National Labor Re- 
lations act requires bargaining on 
merit increases. 


The refusal of 
the 
Supreme 


Court to review the case has \he 
effect of upholding tho decision. 


The company asked the Supreme 


Court to reverse the Circuit Court. 
It explained that for 18 years It 
had been accustomed to giving 
merit raises to Individual work- 
ers, without; notifying employe or 
union. The practice was protested 
by an AFL meat cutter's union.

Gov. Thomass E. Dewey gets to 
tho Whito House. Nor do they 
believe the economic gauges will 
dance wildly if President Truman 
is elected. 
For strictly non-political rea- 
sons, they think Inflation will con- 
tinue at least into 
the early 
months of 1949. Beyond that, they 
do not try to guess. 
Experts Think Stialght 
A government economist's reas- 


oning on this subject may 
be 
sound oven though he works under 
the Democratic administration and 
cannot be quoted by name. 
He 
maintains his professional reputa- 
tion 
by thinking 
straight—not 


wishfully—about economics. 
He cannot overlook the tradi- 
tion that most businessmen favor 
Republican rule. He must judge. 
In that light, whether a Dewey 
triumph would bring -new confi- 
dence—a 
psy:hological 
"lilt"—to 


industry. 
And whether such 
a 


lift could mean another upward 
shove for prices, 


Here*s what one federal econo- 


mist—a highl} placed one—sug- 
gests: 


If Dewey wins and business does 


get a booster shot, its effect prob- 
ably will be minor and short-lived, 
for two reasons.

should be voted quickly to cope 
with emergencies which may Ho 
ahead.Foreign Issues Involved. 


And there is the critical for- 


eign situation. 


National defense demands 
arc 


causing an 
increasingly

drain .on supplies of steel 
and 


other materials. 
Greater military 


outlays may be voted if Soviet- 
American relations worsen. 
It 
wouldn't take much more defense 
spending to throw the federal bud- 
get decisively Into the red ink.

Unit, who saw the disease knock 
down 21 persons and kill two dur- 
ing the 
summer 
outbreak, 
an- 


nounced that apparently the epi- 
demic "has reached Its height." 


Dr. Miller said no cases had been 


reported to the unit in more than 
a week, and it was his belief that 
cooler weather had succeeded In 
slowing down the spread. 


He said the summer malady 


usually 
ends In the 
fall, some- 


times as early as August, but usu- 
ally the latter part of September 
or early part of October. 
Corslcana was hit hard by the 


disease as It pogo-sticked across 
the town, following no set pat- 
tern, but leaping city blocks 
to 
attack a new victim. It hit where 
there was filth and dirt all over 
the place, and it hit where there 
wan none at. all. 


It left 21 persona in its wake, 


and scientists went into another 
winter without 
whence it came.

The disease apparently was get- 


ting in its most Intense blows as 
it entered the final summer stages. 
Whoreas most of the early sum- 
mer 
cases 
were 
comparatively 


mild, the disease struck down the 
two aduit victims almost without 
warning, and left one other diffi- 
cult case.
